Many small communities have trouble 
attracting competent people to accent 
local government service, and a bill 
wider Consideration im Michigan might 
make the situation even worse. 

Under the proposal, local officials 
and candidates would be required to file 
annual statements telling the source of 
their income, but not the exact amounts 
earned. They also would report holdings 
and transactions occurring in the noli- 
tical area they represent. 

Sponsors of the bill, noting that 
Michigan schoo! boards spend neariy 
$3.9 billion a year, point to such targe 
sums offering ‘a serious possibility of 
abuse.” 

Chief sponsor of the bill, Rep. Joseph 
Forbes of Oakland County, explains: 

“Can we honestly say that these are 
just trivial anounts which do noi offer a 
serious possibility of conflicts of inter- 
est? The filing of a conflict of interest 
disclosure statement should not be 
considered a punishment inflicted on 
public officials ... but... rather to be a 
iool to bring before the people ... the 
information which is needed in order for 
them to form a judgement about 
honesty, integrity and independence of 
the decisions which we public officials 
make.” 

The Forbes bill sounds like a good 
idea on paper which falls apart in 
practice.

Many small communities have diffi- 
culty finding officials who can fathom 
the complexity of government finances, 
Dr. Mathews pointed out. This legisla- 
tion may be the straw that broke ihe 
élephanl’s back, it scares people away,” 
Mathews claimed. 

“We cannot legislate honesty, but we 
can pass legislation that honest people 
will run away from. There's no law you 
can legislate that can make honest men 


of dishonest ones.”

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Some Regulation Needed to Control Erosion 


by Willard Bosserman 
County Extension Director 

“Some regulation is need- 
ed to control soil erosion” is 
what Neil Sampson, Special 
assistant 10 Assistant Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Ruppert 
Cutler, told a group of con- 
servationists at Farmer's 
Week, East Lansing, March 
22. 

He was preceded on the 
Michigan Chapter, Soil Con- 
servation Society of Ameri- 
ca's program by a panel 
discussing persuasion as a 
means of getting the erosion 
controi job done. 

The panel members were 
Dr. Lynn Robertson, Depart- 
ment of Crop and Soil 
Sciences, Michigan State 
University: Arthur Cratty. 
State Conservationist, Suii 
Conservalion Service; and 
John Babcock, Fruit Farmer 
trom soutnwest Micnigan. 
They concurred that persua- 
sion has worked in the past 
especially when concurrent 
with economic incentives 
and in acrisis situation. The 
incentives were supplied by 
the Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service, 
plus higher crop yields in 
many cases. Farmers and 
city dwellers alike responded 
to the need to contro! soit 
erosion during the dust bow! 
days of the 1930's. 

“Now”. Sampson says, 
“the people with the problem 
may not he the same people 
who are the source of the 
problem.” He gives the ex- 
ample of a construction site 
that permits soil to erode on 
someone else's property. or 
covering streets or filling 
small taxes and streams. 
“Some regulation is needed 
in ariditinn ta nersuasian 
and economic incentives to 
control this type of erosion”, 
Sampson reported.
